President's Report. 

Dear Brethren of the Synod of Kansas and Adjacent States; Another yeat 
of precious opportunities has been given us by our Lord. Another year of 
Christian effort has gone into history, and the acts of each of us are on un- 
changeable record. Another year of the good Shepherd's care of the fold is 
past. Once more we come together to review the past, and plan for the future. 
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Never in the history of our Synod was greater cause for thanksgi sy to 
Almighty God than now, as we are assembled in Fifteenth Annual Convéntion. 
While by the weariness of years, several of our ~“ fathers in Israel” have heen 
prevented from doing the work of other days, and in the heat and burden of 
the day several of our active brethren have been compelled to stop “ and yest 
awhile,”’ yet death has not thinned our ranks. 

Great and abundant blessings have crowned the toils of the husbandmen of 
our churches. In the presence of a bountiful temporal harvest, shall we not 
here plan liberal things for the cause of Him who hath dealt so graciously with 
us? The past year has marked a decid ( advance in most of the churches of 
our Synod, and in almost all there are hopeful signs of promise 

By much correspondence and personal labor, so far as possible, I have sought 
to advise, help, and encourage, wherever duty and opportunities otiered. 

I herewith submit for your consideration the offeial acts of the year. 

RESIGNATIONS, DIsMISSALS, AND REMOVALS. 

Rev. J. H. Harpster resigned the church at Hays City early im the year, and 
soon after accepted a call to Trenton, N. J. In February | granted him a let- 
ter of dismission to the Synod of New York and New Jersey. As Secretary 
of Synod, he turned! over to the President the seal, books, papers, ete., belong 
ing to this body, with the exception of the Synod's protocol. ‘This important 
book, he reports, never came into his hands. It is very essential that it be 
found and restored to our archives. 

Rev. A. A. Trimper, after years of faithful service in our church at Law- 
rence, closed his labors as its pastor on last Easter day. (Only because of bod. 
ily infirmity did lie relinquish a task at once joyful to him and most acceptable 


to his people. Not long previous to this, the greatest earthly loss that could 


seemingly befall him, came in the death of a wife who, through long years, 
Many joys, toils, and sorrows, had been a companion, comforter, and strong 
support. In behalf of his Synodical brethren, we wrote him, assuring him of 
our united sympathies and prayers. 

Rev. A. J. Kissell, after a very successful pastorate at Abilene, closed bis 
labors with that church about August Ist. 

Rev. A. J. Hartsock, the pastor at Salina, was compelled by ill health to 
resign in September. He asked of me a letter of dismission. But as he had not 
yet determined with what Synod he wished to unite, | requested that the grant. 
ing of certificate be deferred until his permanent settlement. 

VACANCIES, 

Hays City, Lawrence, Peabody, and Salina are yet unsapplied. Earnest 
eflorts are being made to occupy these places with well chosen pastors. 
Until regularly supplied, we suggest that Synod, through its arivisory lioard of 
Home Missions, watch most carefully our interests in these places; and, so far 
as possible, supply them with frequent preaching service. 

CALLS ACCEPTED, LETTERS RECEIVED, AND INSTALLATIONS, 
Rev. J. A. Bright accepted the charge of Ellsworth and Lincoln Centre 
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churches, April ist. His letter of dismission from the Susquehanna Synod 
was duly received, and a request for his installation approved. This service 
was conducted by Rev. S. B. Barnitz and Rev. H. F. Long. 

Rev. G. A. Bowers, D. D., in September accepted a unanimous call from 
Abilene, and has just taken charge of that church. His letter of dismission 
from the Pittsburgh Synod was duly received. The installation service is ap- 
pointed for October 30th. 

Rev. M. F. Teonell, Scentinte of the Maryland Synod, has recently 
taken charge at Eureka with hopeful prospects. 

Rev. H. Acker wrote me in December that he had located within our 
bounds and organized a congregation in Harvey county. He also put in my 
hands his letter of diamiasion from Northern Illinois Synod, asking that he be 
enrolled in our Synod. 

NEW CHURCHES ANP ORGANIZATIONS. 

In December the congregation at Salina, aided by the church at large, com- 
pleted and dedicated the beautiful edifice in which we are now met. 

In September a new church was completed and dedicated at Eureka, Kan. 
It is a worthy monument of carnest Christian work. 

In February a new church was dedicated in the charge of Rev. J. Schauer, 
at Barnes, Kansas. In the same charge a new church is nearing completion 
at Greenleaf—good evidence of a zealous pastor and people. 

A new church at Hiawatha, in the charge of Rev. B. F.Grenoble, is in pro 
cess of construction to be completed in the near future. 

At Wellsville, in the charge of Rev. D. Scholl, a new church is com- 
menced with prospects of successful completion. 

At Jewell City a new congregation was organized July joth, by Rev. Angus 


Loewe. It will apply for admission into our Synod at the present convention. 


With increasing years our duties and our opportunities multiply. The vast 
area of country compassed in our synodical bounds, with its large and rap- 
idly increasing population, demand a more perfect organization of our present 
forces, and a large increase of our activities that we may meet the demands 
of the times. As a means towards better organization and mutual help, ! 
earnestly recommend that Synod organize itself into conferences, and arrange 
for them as frequent meetings as practicable. 

Our work in the foreign field as a church has been greatly blessed, and 
suddenly afflicted in the past year. Much fruit is being gathered, but in the 
midst of the harvest, Rev. A. D. Rowe, one of our most devoted and success- 
ful missionaries, died at his post. You will no doubt take such action as be- 
comes this sad providence. 

If less than usual of routine work is before this synodical convention, is it 
not acall of Providence that we devote our time and effort principally to the 
great missionary interests of our church? May the inspiration and guidance 
of the God of Missions make us wise and faithful to plan and do liberal 
things for his kingdom.

Hartsock be excused for non-attend- 
ance, and that we regret the seeming necessity for his resignation, that we 
heartily sympathize with him in his sickness, and will hope for and rejoice im 
his speedy recovery. 

6. Is the annual catalogue of the Young Ladies’ Institute of St. Joseph, 
Mo., of which Rev. Dr. Martin is Principal. We learn that this Institution is 
in a prosperous condition. . It has a corps of ten able instructors, and for the 
year ending June 20, 1882, had one hundred and twenty students enrolled. 
The course of study is thorough, and the discipline good.

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Parochial Reports. 

Your Committee report with pleasure the improved character of the reports 
of many of the brethren, but are grieved to find quite a number very indiffer- 
ent in this important work ; and of the absentees, some of the brethren have 
sent in no report at all, thus purdening the committee with unnecessary labor, 
and leaving our statistics very imperfect. In order that our parochial table 
may hecome more perfect, your committee recommend the following : 

1. That the Parochial Committee be made a standing committee of Synod, 
and so enable the chairman to attend to most of the work incident thereto be- 
fore leaving home.

Home Missions. 
Report of Advisory Board was heard and referred back to the 
Committee. 


During the past year there has been a great advance of Lutheranism within 
the bounds of Kansas Synod, under the efficient supervision of our Western 
Secretary, Rev. S. B, Barnitz. In nearly all of our churches there has been 
commendable progress. Kansas City, under the pastoral care of Brother 
Waltz, has had large accessions to its membership, and has developed much 
working strength as a mission. Recently they established a very promising 
Sunday-school in another part of the city, which it is hoped will prove the 
nucleus of a new congregation. The outlook is very bright at Kansas City. 

Topeka is looking up under the labors of Brother Dornblaser. Such has 
been the growth of the congregation that they contemplate erecting a new 
house of worship in the near future. Brother Dornblaser is proving the right 
man in the right place. : 

Ellsworth and Lincoln have jointly secured the sérvices of Rev. J. A. 
Bright, who is doing a most excellent work at those points. The Advisory 
Committee, at its last meeting in June, recommended to the Board that $300 
be appropriated to the support of Brother Bright. The congregation at Ells- 
worth is now agitating the question of building a church, and some of the 
money has already been subscribed. This field is a most hopeful one. 

Bunker Hill, through the services of Brother Long, enjoyed during the past 
year a most gracious revival, which secured to the church a number of acces- 


a 
pastor. 
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sions, Pastor and people are much encouraged, and the work moves on en- 
couragingly. 

At Barnes, Brother Schauer has labored quite successfully in completing a 
house of worship; and at Greenleaf the same brother has commenced an. 
other house of worship; thus the cause moves on in the Greenleaf charge. 

In regard to the congregations at Hays City, Salina, Peabody, and Eureka, 
we make no special report, inasmuch as these points have been fully reported 
by the President, and Committee on Vacant Congregations. The Committee at 
its last meeting recommended Lawrence to the special attention of the Board, 
and that a sufficient appropriation be made, supplementing the contributions 
of the congregation, to employ a good man. During a portion of the year 
the Committee arranged supplies for Hays City and Lawrence. — 

The missions within the bounds of the Kansas Synod are in a more hope- 
ful condition than at any previous period in their history. With efficient pas. 
tors now at work in some of the congregations, and the promise of speedy 
supply of others, together with new churches, cither already built, or to be 
built soon, the work moves gloriously forward all along the line. 

Your Committee find encouragement also in the increased interest in the 
Missionary Fournal, and the earnest editorials in the Lutheran Observer 
and Lvenge/ist, and heartily commend these papers to all our families.

vance which they have made, and the courage which they have evinced in — 


enacting and using prohibition, by which to rid their State from the curse of 
strong drink, and that we call upon the militant church of Jesus to pray Al- 
mighty God to let this wave of mercy and good to man spread over all our 
land, and thence to all the nations of the earth, until the monstrous traffic in 
strong drink and drunkenness shall be removed from our world forever.
